were m ated with a pedigreed cockerel “ 
from 263 eggs hen the result was a 
hunch of pullets th a t averaged 
18.3 
eggs each. 
This is an increase of 55 
*ggs per hen above the original flock 
in two years. 
S ix ty hens of th e 
ord in al 
type 
laid 7680 eggs w orth $192,00. 
Sixty 
pullets from these hens and by the 
first pedigreed 
cockerel 
laid 
9120 
eggs worth $227.52. 
The next

produced 60 pullets that laid 10,880 
eggs worth $128.24. 
In other words 
the two cockerels brought a total in­ 
crease of $95.16 in net profits.

culture laid a total of 7.811,340 eggs 
or 
an average o f 
130 each. 
A fte r 
p aying $1.70 feed bill they retu rn ed $ 
the owners $2.54 per hen. 
Many of these flock owners 
have 
been co-operating with the A g ricu l­ 
tural College for several years. The 
av erag e production has steadily 
in­ 
creased from 100 eggs 
per 
hen 
in 
1918 to 134 eggs in 1925. 
In contrast to this is the av erag e 
production of 70 eggs per hen for the 
entire state. 
A hen of this caliber 
ju st pays the feed bill but gives the

P oor layers takt an enormous toll 
from the feed bin-.
